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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments are not persuasive. 
Applicant argues that Examiner mischaracterizes the Sekine reference in finding that the reference includes a teaching that separate 
shock absorbers are exclusively responsible for respective compression and expansion damping. Examiner notes that the argument is 
more specific than the claim language. Examiner does not use Sekine in the manner described by Applicant. First, contrary to 
Applicant's arguments, the claims do not recite separate shock absorbers exclusively responsible for respective compression and 
expansion damping. The claim instead reads "shock absorber having a compression side damping force generating structure for 
generating... exclusively a compression side damping force." A similar limitation of the expansion damping means exists in the claims. 
Examiner maintains that the compression side damping force generating structure of Sekine, as modified, is exclusively for generating a 
compression side damping force simply by virtue of it being a compression side damping force generating structure. Examiner reiterates 
that the claim language does not preclude the use of an absorber that includes both compression and expansion capabilities because the 
"exclusive" term is tied specifically to the respective damping force generating structures and not to the shock absorber in general. 
Second, the use of the open-ended transitional term "comprising" also does not preclude the existence of other elements. Accordingly, 
the rejections have been maintained. 
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
